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RE JIMMY RAY

In 1935 at the age of 12, I first heard and soon became a young radio 
fan of a new singing discovery who was then featured on a morning 
variety-show over the local N. Y. C. station WINS. As an avid listener 
and admirer I was so deeply impressed with this vocalist's rich and 
smooth baritone voice and style that I attended a studio broadcast of the 
program called "Jack Douglas' Relatives" to see as well as hear him in 
person. Now, 33 years later in August 1968, I sat in the small, neat 
waiting room of a podiatrist's office to meet once again the singer I had 
idolized in my youth . . . today known as Dr. James Genovese. 

At the moment of his appearance, still a dapper, slender figure with a 
thin neatly- trimmed moustache framing a warm pearly smile, my 
memory's image and the clear recognition of the man came into focus. 

In the July 1968 issue of Record Research Frank Kelly's column "Where 
Are They" carried my request for information as to the whereabouts of 
Jimmy Ray, the Bluebird recording artist of the 1930 's. Although my 
primary aim in locating him was motivated by the above bit of personal 
nostalgic history there was another more objective reason concerning my 
interest in him. For I had not only wondered about what had happened 
to him but whether others remembered and shared my enthusiasm for my 
boyhood singing idol. In any case the following brief sketch of his vocal 
career may be of interest to readers. 

The late Russ Columbo, who died in an accidental shooting in 1934, has 
always been considered Bing Crosby's greatest rival among the nation's 
male popular .vocalists of the early 1930's. A year after Columbo's 
tragic death a young Connecticut crooner named Jimmy Ray (nee 
Genovese) was being heralded as his successor. Like Columbo Jimmy 
started out at an early age as a violinist (at 13 he played with the Stam- 
ford Symphony Orchestra) but switched to the tenor sax and the popular 
field in his late teens. While playing for Wharton Ford, Ed Buchanan 
and odier local dance bands in Connecticut and at exclusive Westchester 
County society clubs Jimmy's vocal talents were first discovered; and in 
1934 he began as a full-time vocalist over radio station WICC in Bridge- 
port. A few months later, in the fall of 1934, he became a featured 
singer on WINS in New York, where he was soon heard and engaged by 
the late Victor Young, then musical director and conductor of Decca 
Records for some recording work. The following year, in Sept. 1935, 
on the basis of a special memorial broadcast in tribute to Columbo over 
WINS, Jimmy was signed to an RCA Victor recording contract because 
of "the marked similarity of the singer's voice to that of the late enter- 
tainer" as reviewed by Variety. 

In my opinion, however, Jimmy Ray was not merely one of the many 
Columbo imitators during that period. For although his vocal style was 
undoubtedly influenced by the Columbo- Crosby school he had a special 
quality of voice and 'distinctive sound and phrasing of his own. Indeed, 
I believe he had enormous potential as a romantic ballad singer; and 
except for poor professional management Jimmy Ray should have reached 
vocal stardom. 

During the next few years (1936-1939) Jimmy's singing career was high- 
lighted by engagements with Xavier Cugat's Orchestra at the Empire 
Room of the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel; with Harry Salter's Orch. at the 
once-famous N. Y. C. Cocoanut Grove of the former Park Central Hotel; 
many radio commercial musical shows over WEAF, WMCA & WINS; and 
a series of recordings with the Old-Timers' Orch. for Bluebird Records. 
By 1940 however, Jimmy had decided to make a complete break away 
from the world of popular singing and turned to another more secure 
profession. 

Through the years Jimmy Ray's mellow voice haunted my memory and 
my long quest to find him finally ended with a visit to his former home 
town of Stamford, Conn. From his relatives still living there I learned 
that Jimmy now resides in East Williston, L. I, and has a highly success- 
ful practice as a podiatrist. Ironically enough for the past 28 years his 
office has been located in Brooklyn, just a short subway ride from my 
home.

Regarding the jazz radio show, you asked for a few paragraphs 
of backround info, so here.it is (in a nutshell): The show Btarted dur- 
ing the first week of June on WFMU at a slightly earlier timespot on 
Sundays but now is heard Sundays at 7 pm to 8pm. I contend (unless 
otherwise corrected) that it is the only regular scheduled vintage- 
type .jazz radio program in the metropolitan area, either on AM or PM. 
I realize Ed Beach on WRVR. broadcasts the tradidiAonal style two or 
three times a month but it is outweighted by 17 or 18 modem Jazz 
programs during the same month. Ditto for Father O'Conner. 

So far, I've presented one whole hour of Armstrong Hot Five 
and Seven recordings, two wh61e programs of New Orleans style, Incl. 
the whole 16 AM side of Bunk explaining the early days, et al., and 
another program devoted entirely to Lu Watt era and the west coast 

sound. Next Sunday will feature vocal blues (pt 1) featuring Bessie 
Smith. 

WFMU is generally a avant garde rock/folk/blues complete 
music station with no commercials (or other high powered hangups). 
I also contribute to the overall image by dj /programming a 4pm to 8pm 
portion on Saturdays. By the way, on this segment, I like to do at 
least a half hour worth of the nitty gritty folk blues with people 
such as Son House, Skip James, Brownie & Sonny, Miss. John Hurt, etc. 

Hope that sort of sums up the effort, Len, and as mentioned

Although World transcriptions, like I 
cflptioni, ate not available 10 the genera 
licensed for uie by, and tented lo radio s 
purpolei only), tile rmtttc and enlerlainmeiu on them certainly 
was produced for Ihe enloyrnem of the public and for every talte 
In muiic. Through lliree decades The World Broadcasting System. 
Inc. has presented a cavalcade of the finest orchestras, vocalists, 
and entertainers. There arc very few famous recording arlisu 
who have not recorded lor World! Over the years tills transcrip- 
tion company has been independently owned and has been 
affiliated with Dccca llccotds and the fredene W. /Jv Company. 
At last report, the Company Is lull actively producing transcrip- 
tion!. 

This research has been produced to reveal the fabulous line- 
up of artists who recorded for World over a BO-ycit period. The 
listings are arranged In numerical siqucncc. starting with 
transcription «1/S, made In 1933, Hie project ends Willi Disc 
It-IMS, released approximately May, 1963. This compilation 
of information was made from early and recent World catalogs. 
Visits to radio stations subscribing ro the World I'rogram Service 
library; and data supplied by people who have been associated 
with these transcriptions ovct the years. This researcher should 
not be regarded as a source for obtaining any of the actual 
transcriptions In these listings, but in every case where additional 
Information It requested (such as song titles, etc.), evety effort 
will be made to supply such data. This research has been sub- 
mitted and published solely for the purpose ol staUstics and inlor- 
matlon. 
PSEUDONYMS ... 

Well-known artists, under contract with commercial recording 
companies, were not permitted to use their real names on early 
radio transcriptions. Therefore, pseudonyms have been used for 
many of the early World artists. In some cases - the same 
Initials have been used (example; Hall Kecne Is Hal Kempl. In 
other situations - the InlUals are different (example: Dick 
Reynolds Is Will Osborne). Quite often, two or more pseudonyms 
have been used for the same artist (example: Ralph Martin & 
Reed Murray are both Russ Morgan). Real names (where known) 
follow the pseudonyms (in parenthesis and In capital letters) In 
the listing. 
NUMBERING SYSTEM. . . 

From the beginning, and for many years, each song (or 
medley of songs), was assigned a unit number. (These unit 
numbers run consecutively from »1 to H11268). There were 8 
units to each transcription (4 to each side). For example, 
transcription »l/8 would have units 1, 2, 3, & 4 on Side 1 and 
5, 6, 7, & 8 on Side 2. The next record In sequence (1/9/ 16) 
would have units 9, 10, 11, 12 on Side 1, and 13, 14, IS, 16 
on Side 2. (Lengthy songs were assigned 2, 3, or more unit 
numbers, while very short pieces, such as Interludes, etc. would 
be assigned sub-units - example: 661 A, 661 B, 661 C, etc. 
A medley It regarded as one unit In most cases). Tills number- 
ing pattern (8 units to a disc) continues through ttanscriptlon 
K4441/4448. Beginning with 14449/4458 through ft 1 1260/ 1 1268. 
there are 10 units to each transcription (5 to a side). A change 
In numbering took place after unit 1(11268. At that point the 
numbering sequence was changed to begin with Disc 101. Disc 
102, Disc 103, etc. Tills numbering pattern continues for the 
balance of this research, (each cut marked A, D, C, D, etc.). 



The very early rranscriprlons contained labels \ 
names or song titles. A catalog wal used in coniii 
discs ro find desired materia] for broadcast. The labels' contained 
only the unit numbers plus a "prefix" number (in front ol each 
unit number) ro indicate the general rype of selection. (Example: 
300-49, 200-S3, etc.). The "prefix" numbers were used from 
the beginning («l/8), up to. and including 19739/0748. The 
"prefix" numbers ranged In hundreds from IU0 to 900. The 
general categories arc as follows . . . 

100 - Concert and Salon 

200 - Popular Dance Orchestra - Without Vocal 

300 - Popular Dance Orchestra - With Vocal 

•100 - Latin American & Spanish 

500 - Standard Vocal 

600 - Standard Vocal 

700 - Concert and Salon 

800 - Novelly Dance, Hillbilly, Western, and folk 

900 - Hand, Patriotic, College, and Pipe Organ 
The "prefix" numbers arc not used in tins research, 
tin-titled labels gave way to ruled ones in the late lino's. 
All early discs lliar still remained in the "active" library (those 
which had not been deleted or witli-drawn). by this time received 
tilled labels along with rhc new releases ol th. period. 

VERTICAL OR LATERAL? 16" or 12" 

From the beginning (19:13) until the releases ol Sept. /Oct. 
10S9, all World transcriptions were originally issued as 16" 
Vertical (lllll and dale). Beginning with Disc SIM, Ihe discs 
became 16" Lateral. Any of the earlier discs (old series; up 10 
1111268, and Disc scries up to «M>ri), winch still remained in rhc 
"active" catalog were re-issued as 16" Lateral. Therefore, many 
of the older transcriptions were larer available as Literal dues. 
Beginning with Disc D-668 (reb./Mat. 1961), all transcriptions 
arc 12" I.P (Mlcrogroove). Tile transcription! from D-568 on 
are prefixed with a "D" lor discs containing iinglcs, sound effects, 
etc., and "R~ for Ihe ones containing-music. All world transcrip- 
tions are 33 1/3 rpm. 

WITHDRAWN OR "RESTRICTED" DISCS. . . 

At least once a year, radio stations renting the World 
library were sent a list of discs tli.it were to be removed from 
their libraries and relumed. An explanation of this Is that the 
withdrawn discs contain songs and materials which are out- 
moded and no longer are being programmed in continuity 
scries. Mosr of these "wllhdlawn" discs were of the popular 
music category, which explains why mosr of the early popular 
transcriptions wete shori-hved. Ily contrast, much of the 
Concert, Salon, Military Hand, etc. type has remained In Ihe 
libraries down through rhc years.
